Washington.—Members of what is 
known as the steering committee of 
the senate practically have agreed 
upon what legislation shall be put on 
its passage In the upper house at the 
present session. Naturally Mr. Aid- 
rich, being the leader of the Repub¬ 
lican majority. Is the chief member 
of the steering committee, and as 
most of the other members are in 
sympathy with the Rhode Islander’s 
views. It goeB without saying that the 
committee Itself comes pretty close to 
being all-powerful. 

President Taft has been informed 
of the committee’s desires In the mat¬ 
ter of legislation and it is said by 
those who are close to him that he Is 
not altogether satisfied. At a recent 
meeting of the committee only two 
measures were discussed in detail, al¬ 
though sanction was given to one or 
two other measures which will be 
taken up for committee study some¬ 
what later. 

It haa been said the chances are 
that the senate leaders would make 
concessions to the Progressive Re¬ 
publicans on the bill providing for 
amendments to the Interstate com¬ 
merce act It Is now practically as¬ 
sured that some of these concessions 
will be made in the hope that they 
will be sufficient to make the Insur¬ 
gents yield and to Join the regulars 
In putting the bill through with some¬ 
thing like unanimity. As is pretty 
well known President Taft seems to 
I think that in harmonious party action 
on the chief administration measures 
lies the principal hope of Republican 
victory at the polls next November. 

The Democrats in the senate believe 
that the concessions which Mr. Aid- 
rich is making and will make later to 
the Republicans who are led by Sena¬ 
tors Cummins and Clapp will qot be 
| sufficient to make the middle and far 
westerners come into the harmony 
camp. Harmony was secured on the 
postal savings bank bill, but now it is 
being Intimated that the Senate lead¬ 
ers expect the house to make such 
changes In that bill as will nullify the 
effects of iJie yielding of the leaders 
i in the upper house. 

Accused of Playing Politics. 

In other words, the Democrats are 
saying that the Republican leaders in 
the senate gave way in some matters 
simply to get harmony In their own 
ranks, believing fully that the house 
would take care that the concessions 
made in the senate would not be ap¬ 
parent when the bill finally becomes 
a law. 

It will be remembered that Senators 
Cummins and Clapp, in their minority 
report on the intestate commerce 
bill, took exception to the provision 
which puts into the bands of the at¬ 
torney general's force the government 
defense of all actions taken on appeal 
to the Interstate commerce court. The 
senators in opposition to this provi¬ 
sion say that the attorneys for the 
shippers and also law officers working 
under the interstate commerce com¬ 
mission ought to represent the gov¬ 
ernment before the court, because 
they are well informed as to all the 
details of the commerce cases from 
the time of their inception. It is un¬ 
derstood that the leaders will yield 
in this matter to the insurgent de¬ 
sires. 

8eeking Public Opinion. 

* Representative William B. McKin¬ 
ley of Illinois, chairman of the Repub¬ 
lican congressional committee, is get¬ 
ting first hand information of politi¬ 
cal conditions throughout the coun¬ 
try. Some time prior to Mr. Mo- 
Klnley’8 departure from Washing¬ 
ton. Representative James T. Lloyd of 
Missouri, chairman of the Democratic 
congressional committee, went all 
through the middle west trying to find 
out what be could about the political 
sentiment 

j Before he left Washington some 
few days ago Mr. McKinley had a long 
[ conference with President Taft. Of 
course no one was allowed to know 
Just what the president said to the Re¬ 
publican congressional committee's 
chairman, but there are hints that the 
president again declared it would be 
bad policy to make any dlscrtmina- 
, tions as between Republicans who 
are trying to secure re-election to the 
lower house. Once on a time. It Is 
6ald with Mr. McKinley's sanction, 
letters were sent out by the Republi¬ 
can congressional committee which in 
tone and temper were not to the 
liking of the so-called Insurgent Re¬ 
publicans. This kind of letter wri¬ 
ting has been stopped, for the presi- 
j dent would not sanction it, and now 
i the material that goes out is what may 
I be called “straight Republican" doc¬ 
trine. 

Concerning New Tariff Bill. 

Of course it will be necessary, or at 
! least so the ruling powers in the Re- 
| publican party declare, to defend the 


paign. The members of the Republi¬ 
can congressional committee hope, 
however, that at least four administra¬ 
tion measures can be put through 
congress at this session with united 
party action back of them and then, 
as the officials ?£ the committee view 
it, the speakers cat go before the 
country and say. “We have carried out 
the promises of the Republican plat¬ 
form in large measure, and we pledge 
ourselves to carry out the rest of the 
recommendations before the Sixty- 
first congress adjourns next March.” 

Chairman Lloyd, of the Democratic 
congressional committee, says that the 
Republicans all through the west, 
and to some extent through the east, 
are disaffected because President 
Taft has not carried out in full force 
and effect what are known as the 
Roosevef.t policies. Mr. Lloyd says that 
the Republicans who are disappointed 
over what they consider lack of ag 
gresslveness on the part of the pres¬ 
ent president, are bound to vote for 
Democratic candidates for congress in 
order to make their protest against 
the disinclination of the party to go 
ahead along progressive lines. 

Look to Roosevelt. 

The Republican managers in the 
coming campaign, as has been printed 
heretofore, may make an attempt to 
get Theodore Roosevelt to take the 
stump in support of his party and of 
the Taft management of the progres¬ 
sive policies. It may be that the mighty 
hunter will return to America and In¬ 
dorse what Mr. Taft has done, but 
even if he does this there are many 
officials In Washington having some 
reputation for wisdom, who say that 
they doubt very much whether Mr. 
Roosevelt will consent to go on a 
speech-making tour, and that he prob¬ 
ably will content himself with sitting 
in his study at Oyster Bay or in his 
editorial room in New York city, there 
to put out in written form what he 
thinks about political conditions. 

Chairman Lloyd, of the minority 
party's campaign committee. sayB that 
he Is convinced that the unrest 
among the people will result In 
Democratic victory- He refers, of 
course, to the complaints that have 
been made about the high cost of liv¬ 
ing and the feeling evident in some 
places that the high prices are trace¬ 
able to the tariff. 

Republican Faction Troubles. 

The Republicans in New York have 
been having troubles, and while In a 
measure they have been settled, occa¬ 
sionally messengers from the Empire 
state Republican camp are still being 
sent over to Washington to confer 
with President Taft and with Sena¬ 
tors Root and Depew. The feeling of 
most of the Republicans seems to be 
that the party in New York will not 
get into a definite state of peace un¬ 
til former President Roosevelt returns. 

Apparently a great many people ex 
pect that as soon as Mr. Roosevelt re¬ 
turns to this country, he will have 
something definite to say about the 
present administration. The Repub 
licans who think that President Taft 
has not done his best to forward the 
Roosevelt policies, are seemingly con 
vinced that Mr. Roosevelt at once will 
get out his big stick and use It on the 
administration of the roan who during 
bis presidency was his secretary of 
war and his closest friend. Other 
Republicans believe that the mighty 
hunter on coming back, will say kind 
ly words for the administration, and 
will Insist that Mr. Taft has been all 
rtgbt, and that the only difficulty le 
that his methods have been mlsunder- 

The men who are the closest friends of 
Mr. Roosevelt, men whom he consult¬ 
ed on political matters, and who in 
fact were members of his official 
household, are of the opinion that the 
colonel will keep silent on adminis¬ 
tration affairs for a long time after be 
comes back to America, and that he 
will make a' close study of the first 
year of the administration and of Its 
outlined policies for the future, before 
he says or writes a word in approval 
or disapproval. 

Sees Work for Ex-President. 

One of Mr. Roosevelt’s close friends, 
however, a man who was nearer to 
him in an advisory way during bis 
term as president, than any other man 
in the United States, is now an office 
holder in New York city. Unquestion¬ 
ably this New York man. whose Iden 
tity is not bard to guess, is parties 
larly interested in New York state pol¬ 
itics. He foresaw the row which re¬ 
cently broke eut between the Repub 
iican factions in the Empire State, and 
he oame to the conclusion apparently, 
for he is a good Judge of men and 
political conditions, that affairs In 
New York could be straightened out 
only by some one with a strong hand, 
and he had one man in mind who at 
that time was far away in the Jungles 
of Africa. 

The Democrats in Washington are 
not at all unhappy over the troubles 
which are besetting the Republicans 
in New Yerk state. The Democrats 
have set it down as a certainty that 
they are to carry the next house of 
representatives, and they say freely 
that with a Democratic victory next 
fall another Democratic victory in tho 
fall two years hence is certain to fol 
low. It is virtually a necessity that 
the party which elects a president, 
shall carry New York state. 

The Republicans have troubles also 
In Ohio and in Indiana. In these two 
states they have not taken on as sharp 
and virulent a form as has the quarrel 
in New York 

The Republicans when twitted 
about the difficulties which they seem 
to have fallen Into, retort that his¬ 
tory shows that the Republicans, quar¬ 
rel as they may. always get together 
In time to save the day and then they 
ask the Democrats who do the twit 
ting whether or not this can be said 
as truthfully of the party that Is now 
in the minority. The Democrats an 
swer that their party troubles qre al 
behind them. GEORGE CLINTON 


State News Items 


Frankfort, Ky.—With all the skill I 
of an expert woodsman Gov. Willson 
used his ax on many of the important 
bills passed by the recent general as¬ 
sembly. The lack of funds in the 
treasury to pay appropriations and 
beneficent gifts, the encroachments on 
the executive power by the heads of 
other departments, the inefficiency of 


Senatot Nagel, of Newport, lest his 
bill, empowering the circuit and coun¬ 
ty clerks to purchase their record 
books from any firms they wish ex¬ 
cept such as are paid for by the state. 
The governor gave as bis reason the 
following: 

“We have established a general sys¬ 
tem which I am satisfied is beBt for 
the work. It has not been satisfactory 
because an incompetent and unrelia¬ 
ble superintendent of public printing 
I certified to accounts and work not ac- 
| cording to contract, on some of which 
the contractor has made restitution. 
This proposes to let clerks in 119 
counties buy books at the state's ex¬ 
pense. This is an unwise system.’' 

The governor also vetoed Senator 
E. M. Taylor's bill increasing the sala¬ 
ries of the prison commissioners. 

The confederate pension bill also 
was killed, and In his veto message 
Gov. Willson says: 

“There is no money to pay this. The 
state must pay its debts before enter 
ing upon a princely gift like this.” 

Frankfort, Ky.—The governor's 
latest veto was on the bill appropriat¬ 
ing 15,000 for the Jefferson Davis 
homestead. He says he asked for ex¬ 
emption of taxes on the Lincoln home 
and the legislature did not grant it. 
To sign the bill, he says, would be dis¬ 
crimination. 

The executive ax was also wielded 
on the bank examiner bill, claiming 
that it would put the banks in politic*? 
I and draw the official branch of the 
government Into affairs of the ex *cu- 
live branch. 

It seems impossible for Gov. Will- 
son to write a veto message that there 
is not something in it about the effort 
on the part of the legislature to en¬ 
croach upon the rights of the execu¬ 
tive branch of the government. Two 
of tho very important bills passed at 
this session were killed by Gov. Will- 
sou for that reason. 

But there is a still more important 
I Mil that is before Gov. Willson. It Is 
| the bill providing for the interest- 
bearing warrants. Treasurer Farley 
is for the bill, and Auditor James Is 
against it. 

It will be but a short time now until 
the state board of equalization hands 
| cut some of its-tentative raises. It 
I has been the policy of the board all 
| the way through to raise the assess¬ 
ments higher than a kite. The In- 
( creates have been all the way from 
20 to 35 per cent, and If the increases 
j stick there will be so much money in 
] the treasury that the treasurer will 
not know what to do with it.

Frankfort, Ky.—The question of the 
right of the holder of a tontine policy 
of life insurance to have from the in¬ 
surer an accounting of funds to be ap¬ 
portioned to the policy was upheld by 
the court of appeals in affirming the 
judgment of the Montgomery circuit 
court in the case of the Equitable Life 
Assurance society of the United 
States of America against John G. 
Winn, of Mt. Sterling. Chief Justice 
Nunn wrote the opinion, the whole 
court concurring. Winn bad a $3,000 
policy that matured in 1904 and the 
company informed him that the ac¬ 
cumulative reserve, amounting to 
$1,129.05, together with the surplus, 
amounted to $1,824.54, the surrender 
value of the policy. He accepted this 
settlement, but three years later filed 
suit for an accounting and secured a 
judgment of an additional $775.40. In 
arriving at the conclusion in this case 
the appellate court holds that the 
company should account to the policy¬ 
holders the money due the policy.

PROFITABLE DAIRY HERD 

DIFFICULT TO ACQUIRE 


It Requires Time, Patience and Perseverance- 
Must be Constantly Striven For. 


(By MILLER PURVIS.) 

To build up a dairy herd is not a 
Short task. It requires In the first 
place a fixed Ideal in the mind of the 
owner. He must set his stakes at a 
mark toward which he must endeavor 
to move constantly, advancing from 
year to year. 

There is a well-known dairy herd 
in Illinois, the owner of which has 
set his mark higher and higher for 
years, every time reaching the highest 
limit by following a set method. 

This man cares nothing for recorded 
pedigrees. He prefers pure-bred cows 
if they reach up to his mark, other¬ 
wise he takes those of any blood or 


unprofitable ones wou.d be saved, tha 
work would be halved and the profits 
from those kept would be more than 
double those of the herds as now con¬ 
stituted. 

The volume of butter and milk pro 
duction would be decreased, no doubt, 
if this course were pursued, and the 
consumer would be called upon to 
pay higher prices; but the dairyman 
would double his profits, and that 
should be the object sought In any 
business. 

Many dairymen are trying to find 
the method which will allow them 
to keep the largest number of cowa 
on a given acreage. A mu-«h better 
object would be sought if they were

breeding. When he buys a cow he in¬ 
sists on the privilege of milking her 
several times and testing her milk 
with the Babcock teeter. 

When he began the dairy business, 
a poor man. he set his stakes at 200 
pounds of butter a year from each 
cow. This was not to be the average 
of the herd, but the lowest limit for 
each individual cow. As rapidly as 
the cows failed to reach this mark 
they were sold and replaced with 
better ones. 

Calves from the best cows were 
kept for members of the herd, and 
thoroughly tested after they came in 
milk, to be retained or rejected ac¬ 
cording to the test they showed. 

In the course of time the 200- 
pound mark was reached and the limit 
was raised 50 pounds, and by follow- 
ing the 8ame method he built up his 
' herd to the new mark. 

1 Then he set the limit at 300 pounds 
j in a year, and toward this he is pro¬ 
gressing as rapidly as possible, al- 
| though as the limit Is raised progress 
I Is slower. 

i Ho has now been In the business 
long enough to select heifers from his 
own herd which come up to his re¬ 
quirements. Although he ceased a 
few years ago to Bell bis milk to a 
butter factory, he still insists on the 
butterfat test as to the merits of bis 
cows, and his well-earned reputation 
makes bis milk In such demand that 
he cannot supply all that is called for. 

The dairyman who does not set a 
high mark and test his cows regularly 
and systematically, will always carry 
In the herd some cows who are kept at 
a loss, to reduce the average of the 

It seems like a strong statement to 
make, but it is no doubt true, as was 
said by the dairy commissioner of a 
great dairy state, that if the poorer 
half of the cows of the state were sold 
off the dairy profits of the state would 
be doubled. 

If but the better half of the cows 
were kept the feed consumed by the 


to try to secure the largest posslbl* 
number of cows which will product 
a pound of butter every day for tei 
months of every year of their actlv 
itlea. 


Making Butter. 

To produce best butter the coa 
should be a good, healthy animal, kep-. 
on good pasture and supplied witk 
pure water. The stable should b« 
clean at all times, especially during 
milking. The cream should b« 
churned at a proper time and tem¬ 
perature, and worked until the milh 
is all out. I salt my butter with 13 
ounces of salt to every ten pounds, 
says a writer in Baltimore American. 
My customers pay 30 cents a pound, 
and come to the house to get their 
supply, which Is packed In five-pound 
Jars. This brings me more clear 
money than any other way I can dis¬ 
pose of the produce. 1 make only 20 
to 30 pounds a week and use about 
250 drops of vegetab.j coloring mat 
ter to 100 pounds.

The calves are al¬ 
lowed to run loose in the pens, except 
at feeding time, and are then easily 
fastened in * the stanchions while 
drinking They should be kept In the 
stanchion for a half hour or so. and 
fed grain, as they are sure to suck 
each other 1.* released Immediately 
after drinking The young calves 
should be kept in separate pens up to 
two or three weeks of age. aa it la a 
difficult matter to keep them from 
*ucklLg before they learn to eat hay 


and grain 3y fastening them In the 
stanchions in this way each calf may 
be fed separately and get only its i 
own shaie of grain. The calf pen i 
should be well lighted and clean and j 
should open into an exercising yard 
where the calves may b«t turned but 
whenever the weather permits.

An annual average of 2.000 
persons die each year from the for¬ 
mer, while in epidemic years, due to 
excessive rains, the number exceeds 
6,000. which was the casein 1905. The 
population of Greece la 2,433,806. The 
people have been interested through 
lectures, pamphlets, etc., to fight the 
malaria-carrying mosqdito by draining 
stagnant ponds and throwing petro¬ 
leum on them. A tuberculosis con¬ 
gress will be held at Athens next 
year, to which will be Invited not 
only physicians, but all the mayors 
and other prominent people of Greece.
